"J. \V. Inie, twite sentenci'd to die 
on the (lallows fnr the iiiiiriler of his 
wife and Miree children near Whlte- 
ly last spring was Wednesday execut- 
ed. The news had spread that Ince in 
tended to mak* a * n a ck on tho gai- 
low* and tke largest orowd In the 
history of Danvillo was present to 
hear what he might say. 

"He was led to the gallows short- 
ly before 1 I o'clock and talked in a 
ranililluK wrt of way till after 1 
o'clock. He stated among other 
thIafB ko,was prepared, and was glad 
th« woit^not had refnaed torommute 
the death spntenee to .life Imiii ison- 
nieiii, lii-i ai'se all that lie liad deal 
on eanh. Ills wife, and throe babies, 
were gone, and tbon*^ wag nothing 
lefi to live for. ; 

"He said h« ooald not tell why he 
had committed such a horrible crime 
then spoke feelingly of how well he 
loved his wife and ili.ldi. 11 and said 
some evil Inniienee liail linld of liim. 
whiili he could not resist. 

"liH:e appeared to be in the very 
iMst of spirtta, and ooeasionally smil- 
ed broadly at aomo seeming hit 
which he had made In the course of 
his speech. During bis speech he re 
ferred to the political sltHallon In 
Arkansas. 

"After concluding his speech Inee 
requested that he be permitted to eat 
dinner before he died, and Sheriff 
Brigga took Mm back to the Jail, ad- 
joining the stockade, and gave him 
his dinner, which he heartily ate, as 
if iiolhinB w.is wrniit;. .Nfier eating 
dinner, be was taken ;u;aiii to the 
gallows, aad at l o 'lo.k the 
biaekcap waa adjusted and be was 
haacod witkoat a kitck. 

"Ince will Ae buried In the ceme- 
burled beside his wife and children, 
tery al Danville. Me requested to \e 
hut this reiinest eoiild not lie grant- 
etl on account of nl.jer'inii; from her 
relatives, and during his speech on 
the'gallowa ko aaid ko logrotted this 
very much. 

■ Tlu- crime fnr which Ince was 
hanged is wllhoni parallel In the 
(rimlnal records of Arkansas. On 
tho algkt of March ■'. i'.*'*-'^. in hl.s 
hoaM. aaar Whltaly.Yell county,wiih 
an ax laee split tke akuila of his 
sleeping wife and three childroa.the 
latter ranging in age from 4 months 
to four years, killlni; tlieiii liisianiiy 
The crime was not dlseovered until 
the next morning. Meanwhile Inee 
walked, to Danville, a distance of 12 
mile*, and told tko anthorltlea of the 
murder. He waa Uken to Ike scene 
of Ihe deed, and he then admitted 
his Kuiit. but gave no owlaaatiMn 01 
his lirutal act. 

• tjreal Indignation was cau.sed 1)\ 
the quadruple murder, and after 
Ince was taken into custody aad pla-
